For one thing, they’re 
not undead. “We ended up calling them conversationalists,” says 
McDonald. “This language virus effects their behaviour in really 
strange ways. They basically end up trying to chew their way 
through the mouth of another person to escape their condition. And

the early stages are quite odd, where they repeat things and then 
they get confused and mixed up, and they can’t express themselves.” 
Based on Burgess’ novel Pontypool Changes Everything, the movie 
takes place in a talk-radio station in the real town of Pontypool, Ont. 
But since the whole movie happens inside, it was shot in Toronto. 
“It’s all interior,” says McDonald. “That was the big challenge 
because people get really nervous about being in one place for too 
long. But it’s been done many times before. We were inspired by the 
success of Das Boot and 12 Angry Men and My Dinner with Andre.” 
Shot for just over $1-million (100 percent privately funded), filming 
ended in June, and by July Pontypool had earned a spot at this month’s 
Toronto International Film Festival. “Yeah, we were very thrilled. 
We’re working like maniacs,” McDonald says of post-production. 

“It’s tight, but it’s nice to have a finish line to go for.”

ngelina Jolie makes 
her second movie 
in two years based 
on a real-life 
kidnapping. But 
unlike A Mighty Heart — the 
story of Mariane Pearl, wife 
of kidnapped and murdered 
journalist Daniel Pearl — 
this plot wasn’t snatched 
from the headlines, but 
rather some dusty, long- 
forgotten documents. 

Jolie plays Christine 
Collins, a Depression-era 
single mother whose son, 
Walter, went missing in 
Los Angeles in 1928. 

After five months, the 
police — who were under 
great public pressure to find 
the boy — located Walter in 
Illinois and returned him to 
his mom. Only it wasn’t 
Walter. But when Collins 
protested, she was thrown 
in a psychiatric institution. 
Admitting that they had the 
wrong boy would have been 
too embarrassing for the 
LAPD. However, Collins 
continued her fight, 
eventually bringing the 
case to L.A.’s City Council.

Jus ῖ whe I) you think you’ve got 


James Franco figured out, he goes and con- 
founds your expectations. 

For the few who caught the cult sitcom 
Freaks and Geeks, the first impression of the 
Palo Alto, California-born actor was as the 
underachieving metalhead Daniel Desario. 

Quickly, though, the starring role in a 
James Dean TV movie and high-profile work 
as the tormented Harry Osborn in the three 
Spider-Man movies transformed Franco into 
Hollywood’s poster boy for youthful angst. 
His choice of smaller, artier projects added 
to the ultra-dramatic image. 

Then last month, funny Franco came roar- 
ing back as perhaps the sweetest stupid pot 
pusher ever put on screen in co-star (and old 
F&G pal) Seth Rogen’s ultimate stoner comedy 
Pineapple Express, which was directed by in- 
die icon David Gordon Green (All the Real Girls). 

“The character is kind of silly,” the actor 
understates about the heavily improvised 
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role, “but I certainly made a bigger ass of 
myself than what ended up on the screen! 
So it was good I could trust David to not put 
all the unfunny stuff in there.” 

So what does Franco do next? Um, takes 
a supporting role in a schmaltzy romance, 
Nights in Rodanthe. 

“I have a pretty small part in it,” admits 
Franco, 30, during a call from the UCLA 
campus where he’s finishing up a degree. 
Franco plays the estranged son of a doctor 
(Richard Gere) who falls in love with a con- 
fused married woman (Diane Lane) while 
they’re stormbound at an old inn on the 
North Carolina coast. Adapted from a novel 
by The Notebook’s Nicholas Sparks, it’s a 
long way from the cooler projects Franco 
has been involved with of late. 

But he had a good reason for doing it. 

“It was an opportunity to work with 
George C. Wolfe,” says Franco. “He’s the 
New York theatre director who won a Tony 


for Angels in America. He’s always up for 
Tonys, incredible director.” 

Strangely, Franco hooked up with the 
highbrow director through one of his 
Pineapple Express co-stars. “Rosie Perez 
was in Pineapple and she’s really good 
friends with George, they’ve done some 
things together,” Franco says. “And she 
said, ‘Hey, my friend George really wants 
you to do this part in his first movie.’ 501 
just jumped at that opportunity.” 

If Franco seems to be on the receiving 
end of good Hollywood mojo, rest assured 
these things haven’t always come easily. 

“I had to really learn how to let go ofa 
movie once I was done with my work,” 
says Franco. “It’s a difficult thing to put so 
much time into a role, so much research, 
shoot for months, then have it come out 
not like you expected. One thing that’s 
helped is doing smaller films or having a 
smaller part. I don’t have a large role in 
Rodanthe, like the case with The Dead Girl 
and American Crime and In the Valley of Elah. 
If those films don’t make any money, I’m 
fine, because I’m happy to bea part of them 
and I think that they’re special films.” 

Franco also copes with the ups and 
downs of the movie biz by committing to 
what he originally moved to Los Angeles 
to do: become an author. He completed 
UCLA’s writing program in June and plans 
to continue studying the craft in New York. 

“It’s something that I’ve always wanted 
to do,” Franco explains. “I was a literature 
major, and then acting kind of took off 
first. It became my focus for a while and 
I left school. But even when I was acting 
professionally full time, it was some- 
thing that I would do on my own on the 
side. It can be a very isolating endeavour, 
though, so I wanted to be around other 
people that were doing it and I came back 
to the writing workshops.”

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Texas, where they shot No Country, and move them to Brooklyn Heights, 
near their New York homes, to film the spy-caper romp. 

The film has John Malkovich playing Ozzie Cox, an old CIA pro who 
is unceremoniously fired because ofa drinking problem. For revenge, 
he pens a dangerous memoir and saves it on a disc, only to have that 
disc stolen by his soon-to-be ex-wife Katie (Tilda Swinton). 

Of course, she loses the disc at a Washington, D.C., gym where a self- 
involved trainer, Chad Feldheimer (Brad Pitt), and the gym’s owner, 
Linda Litzke (Frances McDormand), find it and decide to blackmail Cox. 

Enter one Harry Pfarrer, played by George Clooney. Harry’s a sex 
addict and a federal marshal who’s sleeping with Katie. He stumbles 
into the blackmail mess via an online dating service. One incompetent 
move leads to another as the players fail to outplay each other as 
they plot and plan and screw up along the way. 

No wonder Clooney’s involved. The exaggerated tone and style is 
reminiscent of his previous Coen Brothers comedies O Brother, Where 
Art Thou? and Intolerable Cruelty. Of course, Pitt’s a buddy of Clooney’s 
from the Ocean’s series of heist movies, so the pairing was a good fit. 

While the casting of Clooney and Pitt seems just about right, both 
Coens shrug off the good fortune. “It was all about the availability of 
the actors we wanted,” says Joel. “It’s that simple.” 

Simple’s the operative word when it comes to Clooney. He said 
“ves” to Burn After Reading with a nod, script unread, the Coens say. 
On set, he’s just as casual. “The last two movies we’ve done with 
George have been the same sort of thing,” notes Joel. “Our whole 
discussion of each character took place in about five minutes before 
we started shooting. Same again with Burn After Reading.” 

Pitt was a different story for more logistical reasons. His partner 
Angelina Jolie and their brood of children, including their then 15- 
month-old daughter, had busy agendas (and this was before the 
twins). Somehow, Pitt found a way to wedge the Coen Brothers 
movie into his schedule from late August to mid-October of last year. 

“It’s worth it,” Pitt says, while taking a break from shooting Burn 
After Reading to attend last year’s Toronto International Film Festival. 

Why the Coens? Pitt says that while “it’s true” that his friend 
Clooney can be persuasive, there was more to it than that. “I just 
want to work with people that I like and respect. The Coen elements 
add to the flavour of the film,” he says, “but I don’t choose according 
to just that. 

“It’s always story first,” he insists. “It’s the story and the story- 
teller, which is what I feed on.” 

And no, he says, smirking a little, he didn’t take a lot of advice from 
renowned joker Clooney about how to work with the Coens. “We 
don’t spend much time on advice, or we never get to it,” suggests Pitt 
of his pal. “Too many good-natured insults get in the way.” 

So are the Coens willing to compare Pitt and Clooney’s acting styles? 
Ethan is. “George likes to get things done before dinner,” he says. 

On the other hand... “Brad struggled a little bit more in trying to 
find the right thing,” reports Ethan. “I think Brad’s whole [character] 
came together from a botched dye job for ἃ commercial he was about 
to do. He arrived on set that day and we all looked at it, and we all 
said, ‘Oh, okay. That’s the guy,’” says Ethan, smiling. 

As humourous as that anecdote may be, Clooney understands that 
Pitt should not be underestimated in any role. 

“In fairness, I’ll tell you he’s a really brave actor, which is an inter- 
esting thing,” Clooney says during a press conference also at last year’s 
film festival in Toronto. “People don’t often say that enough about him.” 
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Ethan Coen says Brad Pitt’s 
character, an employee of 
Hardbodies Fitness Centers, 
was inspired by the actor’s bad 
dye job. But we think Pitt may 
have reached back about 20 
years to get in touch with his 
inner gym rat of 1988. That’s 
when this picture was taken, 
about the same time Pitt was 
starting to get spots on TV 
shows like Another World, 
Dallasand 21 Jump Street. His 
breakthrough performance in 
Thelma & Louise was still three 
years away. 


But Clooney does. In fact, he pretends he’s a little irked by Pitt’s Burn 
After Reading performance. “He’s doing stuff in it that kills me,” says 
Clooney. “He’s going to steal the movie andI’m going to murder him.” 

In fact, Pitt is most proud of creating from both sides of the camera. 
While filming Burn After Reading in New York he was also producing 
The Time Traveler’s Wife with Eric Bana and Rachel McAdams in Toronto. 

“It was nice to be attached to a movie in a lower profile way,” says 
Pitt, who quietly visited the Toronto set a few times in the fall. 

So it seems that despite all ofthe media scrutiny that has come with 
his high-profile relationship and his growing swarm of children, Pitt’s 
career goals have not gone ignored. Indeed, he thinks his personal 
responsibilities have helped him refine his professional objectives. 

“I’m working on things that I’m interested in and I’ve got the 
family first, which actually makes me enjoy the work more,” he says. 
“I don’t feel defined by the work in any way, 501 feel free to just follow 
what’s interesting to me.” @
